RM 274.4 CHANNEL CONDITION

RM 179.2 - BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION  
Poplar Street Bridge; A safespan is installed 
following the contours of the bridge. The platform 
will extend approximately 3 feet below low steel of 
the bridge. At various times, work barges will be 
spud down on the backside of both left and right 
descending main navigation piers. Barges will 
remain in place overnight and be properly lit.

RM 300-0 CONSTRUCTION
A USACE contractor will be working on dikes & 
revetments between RMs 300-0 until further 
notice dependent on river stage/ice conditions. 
Mariners are asked to transit any construction 
areas at their slowest safe speed. The IENC has 
been updated with caution areas where 
construction may occur in the future.

RM 46.0 - 43.5 - CHANNEL 
CONDITION/SAFETY ADVISORY  
The COTP Ohio Valley has issued a Safety 
Advisory due to extreme high water between 
approximate Miles 46.0 and 43.5. This advisory 
will remain in effect until river stages fall below 30 
feet. It is recommended that vessels do not meet, 
pass or overtake in this area and that red flag 
barges be placed in a protected location within the 
tow. Vessels are recommended to avoid laying up 
on levees and assess bridge clearances in 
advance.

RM 241.4 - SCHEDULED LOCK CLOSURE
Lock 25 will be closed from 8 Mar 2019 at 0600 through 15 Mar 2019 
at 1800 for critical maintenance to the lock electrical controls, filling 
valve, and miter gates. All navigation should be alert for, and abide by, 
any special instructions from the Lockmaster.
